The capital, gothic style structure, 


was built in the 13th century. Much 
of the commorical and rcsidental pro- 
perty surounding it was destroyed.

incsscs with a bad record. 


This merit-rating system, as it is 


called, was guaranteed at the time 
the federal Social Security System 
was adopted. Unemployment aid was 
advanced as a form of job insurance 
—nnd the merit-rating system, reg- 
| ulating the tax on the employer, was 
its most vital feature, for it is a 
cardinal principle in all forms of in- 
surance that the insurance premium 
or tax is regulated by the risk. In 
lite insurance, for instance, a man 
working in a powder factory pays a 
much higher premier than an office 
worker — obviously ho does, or 
the 


system would be unfair to the office 
worker and he would wash his hands 
of the insurance company.

ture been hoodwinked by the federal 
Social Security Board under the pre-

Two Courses of Reasoning 


Two opinions were hauled down on 


the case, one written by Associate 
Justice Frank Smith stating the ma- 
jority opinion, and the other by Chief 
Justice Griffin Smith concurring in 
the majority verdict but reaching that 
decision by a different process of 
reasoning. 


The court unanimously agreed that 
•ight members of the legislature- 
three senators and five representa- 
tives—were ineligible to serve on the 
new refunding board created by the 
Adkins act, but upheld 
eligibility 


of the remaining 23 members—16 pri- 
vate citizens, the state's constitutional 
officers and the stale bank commis- 
sioner. 


The Emergency Clause 


The split between the majority and 


the chief justice came on the issue 
involving validity of the act's em- 
ergency clause, 


A 1939 refunding measure spon- 


sored by former Gov. Carl Bailey 
was held up when the court decided 
an emergency clause attached to that 
act was invalid. Chief justice Smith 
agreed with the majority in the case. 


The Adkins act included a section 


stating that it created no vested fight, 
and the majority accepted this de- 
claration, replying in answer to the 
question whether such a right was 
created: 


'It is entirely certain that the gen- 


eral assembly did not so intend."

Hypnosis Now Used In blspellttig 


Pears, Obsessions 


Do gypsy women hypnotize people 


before robbing them or stealing their 
children? Is H true that people some- 
times break laws because some slrang- 
ltf, Jiypnotizetl them against 
their 


will? 


There is a brilliant psychiatrist at 


Eloise Hospital in Etoise, Mich., who 
can answer these and many other 
questions about hypnotism. He is Dr. 
Milton H. Erickson. 


Dr. Erickson decided ot the age 


of eight what his life work should be, 
and at 12 he decided to specialize in 
mental peculiarities—a field in which 
he has, through his own efforts tmd 
hard manual work in college, become 
a national figure. 


Born in a log cabin in the Rocky 


Mountains where his father was n 
gold prospector, he went east soon 
after to spend his childhood with 
eight brothers and, sisters on a small 
Wisconsin farm. Young Erickson look- 
ed forward to attending the slate uni- 
versity at Madison, but his plans were 
interrupted when he contracted in- 
fantile paralysis upon graduation from 
high school. 
'•» 


To get back in shape after this 


illness, he made a 1200-mile round- 
trip by canoe on t:he Mississippi. Ri- 
ver and its tributaries. He left on 
this convalesclrigttrip with four dol- 
lars in his pocket. On his return three 
months later, rtheftf were'eight dollars 
jingling in his pocket, and his health 
was 100 per-cent improved. 


Dr. Erickson is not superstitious, but 


he likes to tell about one date that 
has played an important part in his 
life—June 18.i 


First importan^ event that marked 


this date forjphihi was the year he 
was awarded tKige degrees at one 
time by the university. On a later 
June 18, he found -an attractive blond 
psychologist whom he employed as'an 
assistant in his work. She, too, had 
graduated from college on June 18. 
They chose June 18 for their wedding 
day. 


Dr. Erickson is now directing re- 


search in mental abnormalities, train- 
ing people for special work in treat- 
ing mental diseases, and at the same' 
time is also, .assistant professor at 
Wayne University School of Medicine 
in Detroit He has made experiments 
in hypnosis to find whether it might 
be vised in treating mild mental cas- 
es. 


He has successfully overcome fool- 


ish fears and obsessions of otherwise 
apparently normal persons by using 
hypnosis. 


Dr. Erickson can still find time foi 


the cultivation of his 50 varieties of 
cacti.

LONDON—They had another birth 


In Tilbury 'the other night. 
That's 


London's largest shelter. 


Father Grosser was there, Dr. Rosen 


was there, Samuel Goldman the shel- 
ter warden was there and Mrs, La- 
pidus the mother was there. 


In fact, 8000 people were there—In- 


eluding rny pal George, who'is Im- 
portant. 


For my pal George is president of 


the Tilbury Youth Club, editor of 'file 
Young Tilburian and chairman of the 
dance committee. 


Right now he's trying to get sortie 


ping-pong tables together and a dance 
organized because, he says, "we gotta 
do something. We have 1500 members 
and nothing to do but make lovo.

the hero, when Mrs. Lapidus and the 
whole shelter got into an uproar. 


Jungle Chant Against

Fire bombs were pouring down like 


shrapnel outside and Mrs. Lapidus 
was resting comfortably inside the one 
bed first aid post, so Dr. Rosen went 
to the other end of the shelter where 
an ancient Gold Coast negro, |11 with 
fever it was reported, lay quietly 
chanting.

chant. It came from deep down, may- 
be 2000 years, because this black man 
was sod.

There was still time to 
jet her into a hospital ward where a 
doctor would have a decent break, 
he said.

The lights went out, dirt and brick 
dust began pouring through the shel- 
ter and until Samuel Goldmen and 
two policeman lighted hurricane lamps 
and discovered the damage wasn't 
much, there was some screaming and 
lots of scrambling. 


Outside, the building atop the shel 


tor was beginning to blaze and every- 
one was wondering how long it would 
be before several more high explo- 
sives followed. Only no more followed 
because fast-working firemen soon 
had the beacon fire under control and 
within thirty minutes it was com 
pletely oxit. 


Inside the first aid post, tile vol 


unteer nurse was furiously jiggling' 
(he telephone hook, but no one ans- 
wered. 
Along with the lights, tele- 


phone communication had been tem- 
porarily burned out.

Pal George Takes Over 


But it was my pal George who step- 


ped into the breach. 
He had been 


standing holding a hurricane lamp 
for the doctor, because as president 
of the Tilbury Youth Club that's his 
job when the lights go out. 


This time, though, he left the shel- 


ter and started running through the 
streets without a tin hat until he 
reached the nearest emcrgeicy am- 
bulance 
station 
Fifteen 
minutes 


later they, were placing Mrs. Lapidus 
in the ambulance, with George sitting 
in back. 
Dr. Rosen said he'd come 


loo, becauose he was beginning to 
have doubts whether the ambulance 
would ever make the hospital in time. 


Racing through the streets, 
they 


passed more and more biludings on 
fire. Evidently the Germans had re- 
leased a concentrated barrage of fire 
bombs over this whole area in an ef- 
fort to burn the homes and shelters 
and so stampede the people. 


And when they came to the hospital 


George says, they drove right past be- 
cause that, too, was on fire, and they 
hadn't recognized it. 
They 
turned 


around, though, and then the driver 
swung into the driveway. But it was 
useless to unload Mrs. Lapidus be- 
cause nurese and doctors were mov- 
ing patients out into the open. 


So Dr. Rosen examined Mrs. La- 


pidus, took her pulse again, and then 
told the driver to go like hell back to 
Tilbury. 
At least that one bed and 


the assistance of a nurse would be 
better than trying to make delivery in 
the bitter cold air.

Lost Himself." Director Edward Lud- 
wig whispered, ''Watch 'em edging 
back from the camera. I'll be doggoned 
if they're not trying to upstage each 
other!" 


It's an old trick, and you've seen 


it done hundreds of times without 
realizing that a theft was being com- 
mitted. Actors A and B are standing 
together 
and 
talking. 
If A steps 


back a little, B's only natural action 
is to turn partly away from the 
camera in order to face him. Thus 
an audience will see less of B's 
face and more of A's, and will keep 
its attention on A.

From Egypt 


British Assert No 
Soldiers Left Except 
Prisoners 


CAIRO —</P)— British headquart- 


ers declared there are no Italian sold- 
iers left in Egypt, the Sudan or Kenya 
Colony "except as prisoners" 


Referring to the fall of Kurmuk, 


a strategic post on Ethiopia's west- 
ern frontier with the Anglo-Egypt- 
ian Sudan, announced Sunday, the 
high command said in effect that 
now .all Italian invaders in the three 
zones had been repulsed, killed or 
captured. 


There was a continued dearth of 


reports on the situation in North 
Africa where Britain's offensive to- 
ward Tripoli, capital of Libya, re- 
presented the deepest penetration of 
Italy's North African empire. 


In Libya and Eritrea the British 


said "the situation remains unchang- 
ed." 


In Eritrea, northernmost part of 


Italy's East African domain, the Bri- 
tish offensive is centering on Cheren, 
gateway to Asmara, Eriteran capital. 


Aside from the thrust at Kurmuk, 


the British are driving into Ethipia 
on the road to Gondar. There "in 
the area east of Lake Rufolf our 
troops continue their penetration" the 
commvmique said.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark.,—Interrupt- 


ing their chase after the Southwest 
Conference basketball 
championship 


the Uniyersity of Arkansas Razor- 
backs will meet the Phillips Oilers, 
national AAU champions, in a charity 
game at Tulsa Tuesday night, Feb- 
ruary 18. 


Arkansas has played the Phillips 


team twice previously this session, 
winning 38 to 24 aL.Little Rock and 
losing at Bartlesville. 


Added interest attaches to the game, 


from an Arkansas viewpoint, because 
of the presence in the Phillips line-up 
of Don Lockard, one of Arkansas' all- 
time basketball greats and captain of 
the 1938 Razorbacks. In 1937 Lockard 
led the Southwest Conference in scor- 
ing, with 157 points in 12 games. He 
was named on the all-conference team 
in 1938. 


Opposing Lockard in Tuesday night's 


battle will be Johnny Adams, the 
Razorbacks' sensational scorer, who 
many Arkansas fans believe to be the 
greatest of a long line of illustrious 
Razorback forwards. 
Adams led the 


Southwest Conference in scoring in 
1939 with 167 points in 12 games. He 
was captain of the 1940 Arkansas team. 


At the present time he is leading 


the conference in scoring, with a total 
of 121 points in eight games. He has 
also scored 117 points ini eight non- 
conference games, giving him a total 
of 238 points for the season thus far. 


In addition to his scoring ability, 


Adams is a defensive star and ex- 
pert at taking the ball off the back- 
boards. He furnishres the spark that 
has resulted in the Arkansas quintet 
winning 15 of their 16 games to date, 
including eight straight victories in 
Southwest Conference competition. 


Although Johnny Adams is the 


Razorback's scoring mainstay, any one 
of these six players is apt to have a 
night when he can't miss the basket. 
Thus, Carpenter, the sophomore for- 
ward, tallied 20 points in the first 
Texas game. Hickey veteran guard, 
poured 17 points through the hoops 
in the second Texas game and 16 in 
the first Rice game. 
Pitts had his 


biggest night against Baylor, when he 
scored 14 points. 


Captain Freiberger had his biggest 


nights against non-conference oppon- 
ents, scoring 18 points against South- 
western of Memphis and 17 against 
the Pittsburg, Kans., Teachers. Even
